CREDIT PLAN EXPEDIENT. 

It is not difficult for industrial 
companies to do this. On the con- 
trary, it is expedient in the general 
scheme which leading bankers have 
been insisting must be used. The 
most common plan is to have the 
American company accept the ob- 
lication of the foreign buyer. This 
obligation, properly indorsed, may 
be made the basis for a bank loan, 
the proceeds of which are paid to 
the American company; which then 
builds and ships goods ordered. All 
the American company has done is 
to lend its credit; it has not lent is 
own money. The plan is said to be 
finding favor among many forward- 
looking companies. 

To pool Europe's needs of credit 
and commodities on the one hand 
and to pool America’s resources to 
meet them is a plan suggested by 
James 8. Alexander, president of the 
National Bank of Commerce of New 
York, for rehabilitating European 
countries and enabling them to re- 
construct their war-stricken indus- 


Mr. Alexander is a member of a 
committee recently formed here to 
investigate methods for supplying 
Europe with American money and 
g00ds during the reconstruction 
period. This committee was formed 
upon the suggestion of 
Davison and is headed by J. P. 
Morgan as chairman. 

ALEXANDER’S PLAN. 

“A pool of Europe’s needs should 
|be met by a pool of America’s re- 
sources,” asserts Mr. Alexander. 
“That is, America’s resources should 
be applied to Europe's needs through 
& great, centralized credit organiza- 
tion, with extensive powers of co- 
ordination. Thig may sound like 
an ideal plan stated in sweeping 
terms, but I think its details can be 


worked out in concrete 
form. 

“There seems to be no existing 
machinery adequate to do so. 


Therefore, a special instrumentality 
must be set up probably in the form 
of a great credit corporation with 
transac- 
tions of a size that would be in- 
volved, transactions representing 
not merely the business of individual 
concerns, but the combined require- 
ments of nations. 

“A necessary step would seem to 
be that surveys be made of the com- 
modity needs of the nations of Eu- 
rope, that is, an estimate of how 
much copper, steel, cotton, wheat 
and other supplies would be re- 
quired for Belgium and also for the 
other needful countries.

That the offering of new stock 
issue—it is the first preferred stock 
ever put out by the company—and 
the announcement that application 
would be made to list it on the ex- 
change are only initial steps by the 
present management to modernize 
its publicity methods and further 
to expand its interests, is generally 
eccepted.

COBLENZ, July 27.—Uncle Sam 
has gone into the liquor business 
here on the Rhine, where prohibi- 
tion is a curiosity. To use water 
to slake thirst is looked on as silly 
Waste of room. 

The army has 500,000 jags corked 
up in 200,000 bottles of cognac 
which it has confiscated as contra- 
band during the seven months of 
occupation. This high-power booze 
is for sale to the highest bidder. 

Its wholesale value will average 
20 marks a bottle, a grand total of 
4,000,000 marks. That is what it is 
worth in Germany. There are not 
enough ciphers on this collapsible 
typewriter to show how many marks 
it would be worth in @ certain arid 
= west of the Statue of Lib- 
erty. 

The one who purchases these 
many sprees lying in the cellars of 
Germany will be required to take 
the awful (it depends 6n your a.ti- 
tude on the momentous question) 
stuff far away from the American 
area, agreeing never to ship any of 
it back. 

For the only person or persons, 
bar, cafe, weinstube or institution 
allowed to sell cognac in these parts 
is Uncle Sam. At that, the busindéss 
was forced on him. 

Of the cognac to be sold 156,000 
bottles were seized in one lot. They 
were hidden under a few tons of 
coal on one of the hundreds of 
barges which are towed up the 
Rhine every day. The smuggler 
not only lost the goods and re- 
ceived fines of 100,000 marks, but 
Was put in the military prison dur- 
ing the period specified for re- 
pentance.

FIENDISH CRIME 


STANDS REVEALED.

The solution to the mystery which 


has stirred Chicago as few police 
cases have aroused the populace, 
came this morning when Fitzgerald, 
after five sleepless days and nights, 
kept under a gruelling 
examination and never-ceasing 
scrutiny, called for an officer and 
made his confession. 

Although Fitzgerald has been 
termed a moron by the police, the 
criminal machinery was to proceed 
as usual. Coroner Hoffman quickly 
selected a jury and Opened the in- 
quest. 

Fitzgerald was nicht watchman at 
the Virginia, a residential hotel. He 
lived in the neighborhood. In the 
same building lived the Wilkinson 
family. Janet was one of four 
children. 

st December, the girl’s father 
testified at the inquest, Janet came 
home and said Fitagerald had at- 
tacked her. 

The parents preferred to hush up 
the affair and Fitzgerald escaped 
prosecution. But when little Janet 
disappeared last Tuesday morning 
suspicion was aroused against Fitz- 
gerald. Some children also said 
they had seen her speak to Fitz- 
gerald. 

Fitzgerald was arrested. He was 
questioned about the child, but de- 
nied evervthing. But the police 
held the man prisoner and subliected 
him to as severe an examination as 
few prisoners ever receive. 

Detectives dug into the coal pile 
and in the basement of the hotel. 
They sifted the ashes. They. 
searched the Fitzgerald home. Lake 
Michigan was dragced ‘th a mile 


along the shore opposite the neigh- 
borhood. Then when the police 
were about to despair, Fitzgerald 
made his confession, the police an- 
nounced.

WASHINGTON, July 2?7.—Sen- 
ate controversy over the peace 
treaty with its League of Nations 
covenant will be halted temporarily 
this week to allow consideration of 
the long pending Colombian treaty. 

While the Senate considers the 


two treaties, the House will be oc- 
cupied with a rush of legislation 
preparatory to the planned recess of 
five weeks beginning Saturday. 

The House recess plans, calling 
for a complete shutdown of the 
lower branch from August 2 to 
September 8, are expected to be 
presented formally to the House to- 
morrow. 

The Senate will remain in ses- 
treaty. The recess wiil delay en- 
actment of several bills, including 
the prohibition enforcement meas- 
ure, until September. 

The Colombian treaty involving 
payment by the United States of 
$25,000,000 to that republic result-

CROPS BIGGER; 
FARMERS GAIN. 


Imperial Valley's Riding High 
on Prosperity Wave. 
Increased Acreage and Higher 
Prices are the Reasons, 


Development Agent Also Tells 
of What Future Holds. 


Crop records in Imperial Valley 
are being broken and general farm- 
ing and business conditions in the 
valley are more prosperous 
ever before, yesterday declared 


ment agent, who is in Los Angeles. 
A census just completed by the 
County Assessor aiso 
stated, that the number of live- 
stock in the valley shows a great 
gain and with increased plantings 
of feed and forage crops the number 


of cattle and sheep which will be 
fed in the valley this winter is ex- 
pected to be greater than ever. | 

The first bale of cotton of the 
1919 season was ginned at Seeley 
last week, according to Mr. Nelson. 
While the picking season will not 
get into full swing until November 
it marks the start of the harvest on 
the valley's last crop. The cotton 
acreage in the valley is estimated at 
150,000 acres this year, approxi- 
mately a third being on the Ameri- 
can side. Picking will continue un- 
til February. 

February started the valley's 1919 
crop harvest with shipments of as- 
paragus from 824 acre 
this season being from 
per acre net, according to Mr. Nel- 
son. It was followed by the lettuce 
crop of over 1000 carloads, which 
this year brought similar profits, and 
other winter vegetable crops, princi- 
poly tomatoes, beans, onions and 


LEADS STATE. 

The last of April saw the valley 
start the national grain harvest with 
threshing of barley and wheat. The 
barley acreage reported by County 

was 75,292 as 
and wheat 
jumped from $050 acres in 1918 to 
37,288 acres in 1919. The yield of 
wheat averaged thirty-five bushles 
per acre, says Mr. Nelson, as against 
the State average for 1918 of fifteen 
per acre and returned good profits 
to the growers. Most of the barley and 
wheat acreage has been put into milo 
for a second crop this season... 
* The cantaloupe crop in the valley 
this year broke all American rec- 
ords, in quality, yield and consum- 
ing power of the public, Mr. Neilson 
continued. The season is now closed 
with over 8000 carioads shipped in 
a space of six weeks. The previous 
high mark was 5007 carloads in 
1917. The shipping reached its peak 
June 12, when %49 carloads were 
shipped in one day, the pretious 
record being 252 cars. 

The watermelon harvest from 
1280 acres is about finished and the 
picking of table grapes, in which 
the valley is earliest in market, is 
under avay. Like the truck crops the 
grapes from the valley are shipped

“The eighth chapter in the letter 
to the Hebrews opens with this re- 
markable sentence, ‘Now in the 
things which we are saying the chief 
point is this, we have such an high 
priest, who sat down on the right 
hand of the throne of the majesty 
in the heavens.’ In the history of 
the ‘past two classes of men rose 
to prominence, the fighting men de- 
fending the clan or tribe from the 
enemy and the praying and teach- 
ing men who acted: for these men 
towards their God. These latter 
were called priests. Nearly all of 
the non-Christian religions of the 
world have a place for these men. 
The Old Testament is full of them. 
A man who rightly or wrongly knew 
more about God and then  ap- 
proached Him on behalf of the 
others. 

“It is. very safe to assume that 
anything which becomes a part of 
all religions must be an expression 
of universal need, felt in men. Men 
with their sinfulness and sorrows, 
and comparative ignorance feel in. 
adequate to do their best directly 
with God, and to find one will act 
as a day’s man or a go-between. 
The history of religions has largely 
been the history of the priesthood. 
What the writer of the book of the 
Hebrews is claiming is that all 
|\those imperfect expressions of the 
Priesthood through all the ages have 
now entered into human life. He 
has the fitness fof such an office in 
three things. First, He Himself is 
sinless, second, He is a man, third, 
He is divine. That is to say that 
while he belongs in the circle of 
human families. He also properly 
belongs in the circle of the God- 
head. He is a perfect man livine 
toward God as a man should and 
He is the Son of God, revealing 
through God life to aN men. He 
Was never called a priest during his 
early life. Whatever of priesthood 
there was in Him was anticipatory. 
His prayer was certainly a priestly 
Prayer because it was a prayer of 
intercession for other men. but we 
may say that his first great signa, 
act of priesthood was when He save 
Himself for men on the cross.” 


REV. J. NEWTON JESSUP. 
MAGNOLIA CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 


“Hate and world reconciliation can 
never live together. They are mu- 
tually exclusive. Fortunately ‘hymns 
of hate were never very popular and 
since the cessation of hostilities the 
hate sentiment is fast dying. It is

During the greater part of the 
nineteenth century, Unitarians were 
the leaders“in philanthropy: reform, 
education, poetry and literature. 
When the hall of fame was estab- 
lished in New York University and 
a half hundred names were in- 
scribed therein of the men who had 
contributed most to the enrichment 
of our American life, it was found 
that more of these men had been 
affiliated with Unitarian churches 
than with all other churches com- 
bined. It is a very striking phe- 
nomena that one of the smallest 
and most insignificant of religious 
movements so far as numbers are 
concerned should have held such a 
preponderance among the great men 
of the country. 

Unitarians no longer hold such a 
place of pre-eminence in the field 
of philanthropy, education and liter- 
ature. The reason for this is not 
because they have failed, but be- 
cause they have succeeded so re- 
markably. All religious communions 
have become permeated with some- 
thing of the same spirit. Whatever 
their theology all are laying more 
and more stress upon character and 
service and fidelity to the demands 
of this world life, and as a conse- 
quence philanthropists, educators 
and literary men and women find a 
congenial home in other churches as 
well as our own.” 


NOT TO EXTEND LINE. 


Southern Pacific of Mexico Won't 
, Build Now, Says Mining Man. 


There is very little chance of the 
Southern Pacific of Mexico being ex- 
tended as long as Carranza guides 
the destinies of, Mexico, stated J. H. 
de Long, a mining man of Sonora, 
who passed through Los Angeles yes- 
terday en route to San Francisco. 

“President Carranza simply will 
not consider a change in the time 
table of the Southern Pacific,” Mr. 
De Long said. “The trains north 
from Mazatlan are run every other 
day and are literally packed. The 
railroad company is willing to put 
on better service, but the govern- 
ment will not permit it. At present 
the trains run every other day and 
the company is anxious to run daily 
trains, Sunday excepted, between 
Nogales and Mazatlan.” 

Conditions along the railroad line 
are quiet, Mr. De Long § stated. 

Yaquis periodically raid the 
ranches, but they seldom bother the 
railroad trains, and there is, in the 
minds of most people in Sonora, no 
real reason why the train schedules 
should not be changed to accommo- 
date more people.

WHAT IS CIVILIZATION? 


HE word “civilization” has beea »ftener on people's tongues in the last 
five years than ever before since the world began. But how many of 
us have an intelligent idea as to what this word civilization means? Is 
the chief significance of the word social, political, governmental, educational, 
moral, religious, national, or international? Does “‘‘civilization’’ mean some- 
thing in general or something in particular? Does it apply to in- 
dividuals, or to communities, or to both? Is civilization something material, 
mental, or moral. Or does it mean a rational balance between all three o 
these great factors of humanity? | 
What is civilization? Archbishop Trench said a good deal farther back 
than yesterday, “The gradual departure of all deeper signification from the 
word civility has obliged the creation of another word—civilization.”” But 
what originally was meant by the word “civility?” It means “‘the state of so- 


ciety in which the relations and duties of a citizen are recognized and obeyed.” 
It means “courtesy, politeness, kind attention, good breeding, a polite act or 


expression. Civilization, then, is simply the nationalizing and internationaliz- 
ing of the great human principles of courtesy, politeness, kindness. : 

The thing is worth thinking about. If these qualities are of co-operative 
value in a human home; if they are of value in keeping the peace of a neigh- 
borhood, if they are necessary to the success of a club or a school; if these 
principles of civility are important in maintaining harmony between two peo- 
ple,- then they are important in holding the balance of harmony between two 
nations of people; then they are indispensably valuable nationally and in- 
ternationally. For these are the cardinal principles which differentiate be- 
tween a herd of horses and a household of humans. | 

Nor is real civilization one thing in Kansas and another thing in Cali- 
fornia; one thing in New York and another thing in Los Angeles; one thing 
in America and another thing in Europe. Thanks to the Eternal Goodness 
there are some important things which are stil] unshaken and unshakable. 
Things which equal the same things are still equal to each other. A straight 
line is stil] the shortest distance between two points. ese things are just 
as true in Arabia as they are in America. Mathematics is not one thing in 
China and another thing in Greece. The written or printed characters used 
to represent mathematical principles in Greece and in China may be radically 
different, but the mathematical principle is eternally one and the same. So 
the -civil principles of courtesy and kindness are exactly the same in one 
country as they are in another. A square deal between man and man is a 
square deal at midnight, morning, or noon. It is a square deal, and just as 
square in the Desert of Siberia as it is in the heart of Boston. 
as true at a theater as it is in a prayer meeting, and vice versa.

HE human home is the very heart of civilization. Courtesy, kindness, 
politeness, fairness and faith are the perennial plants which must be 
grown in the garden of the home. We talk‘ with the policeman, the 

Sheriff, the judge concerning the disturbers of the ce. The overwhelming 
majority of these disturbers, especially the younger person among them, have 
just “growed up’ like Topsy. The parents in these homes have not been care- 
ful to teach their children to love truth. The keen instinct of childhood dis- 
cerns parental prevarication. Children will not grow to manhood and woman- 
hood with a love for truth, if brought up in a home where truth is disregarded. 
If brought up in immoral homes children will grow to manhood and woman- 
hood without caring for the sanctities of society. We do not need a sermon to 
know this; all we need to know it is sense. We do not need a preacher to tell 
us that we cannot grow grapes from thorns, or figs from thistles: But thousands 
of parents are acting every day as if we could hatch linnets and mocking 


birds and turtle doves from snake eggs. They are not foolish enough to 
‘think it when dealing with a hen's nest, but they are foolish enough to act 


it when dealing with the home nest. Your home-wrecker thrusts his or, her 
stiletto right into the very heart of civilization. It is the tragic lesson of 
ancient Greece and Rome and Nineveh and Babylon that the fall of each 
was preceded by the degeneration of the human home. 
good human homes out of bad human hearts. And if we let the home go 
we cannot keep civilization. The home is the key to the music of man. It 
is the foundation of all worthwhile democracies. The human home is the 
solid granite on which alone the temple of civilization can stand. Given 
enough domestic indecencies and divorces and civilization would die. 

Print it, preach it, sing it and say it in a thousand ways—the human 
home is the creator of all real civilization. It is the conservator of civiliza- 
tion. 
they must be passed on through the home of man. The home is the spring 
board from which the feet of civilization must leap into our widening world. 
We must at any price keep inviolate the heart of the human home, if civiliza- 
tion is to be perpetuated. If they are used for human weal it is good to build 
railroads, canals, bridges, skyscrapers, and many another towering wonder, 
but the home-builder is the fundamental architect of civilization. oe 

So let all the forces of civilization put the brakes on the home-breakers. 
Let every civil institution—the home, the school, the church, the court, the 
free press and the free assembly—hold up the hands of the home-builder. We 


must put the home-builder more and more into our modern society, our - 


services and our songs. .

larger building of modern civilization. Horace Mann, our great prophet 
of popular education, said wisely that we could pass up through the pub- 
lic school whatever we desired to have in our nation’s life.

No cost is too great for conserving the sense of right in citizen- 
ship. The public school cannot delegate this constructive work to any other 
civil institution.

sary forever hereafter ih this land of the free that our public schools, our 
colleges, our universities shall! teach daily the cardinal virtues of humanity. 
If thie be permanently neglected American civilization cannot permanently 
endure. A warning finger of fire flaming across the pages of history points 
out to us all the wreck-dfift of lost civilizations. A great voice keeps crying 
across the world's unrest. What does the great voice cry? This: Even the 
sins of democracy must be paid in wages of death. 

HIS word would be iia if we did not say that a third institution 
which must conserve our civilization is the church. Not in any narrow 
or sectarian sense do we use the word. By the word church we do not 
mean any sort of denominationalism, or cult, or ecclesiasticism. By the word 
church we mean that institution which stands irrevocably for righteousness in 
all the activities and relationships of mankind. = The church must re- 
inforce the home and the school in the creation of good citizenship and the 
conservation of civilization. It were well for us all to recall in this connection 
that wise word of Burke. Many years ago he said it to his fellow English- 
men. And this is what he said: “Our manners, our civilization, and all the 
good things connected with manners, and with civilization, have, .in this 
European world of ours, depended for ages upon two principles—the spirit 
of a gentleman and the spirit of religion.” : 

What is civilization? It is that spirit of justice and fairness which seeks 
in every possible way to promote and perpetuate the welfare of the world. 
Real civilization insists on righteousness in al] the relationships of humanity. 
It is unalterably opposed to all political plunder, to commercial profiteering, 
American civilization in particular is willing 
to continue to sweat and bleed for the rebuilding of our broken world. 
American civilization, like some great and good “‘Atlas,”’ is willing, if need 
be, to stoop in service with a world upon her back. America and her civili- 
zation will not shrink from the responsibilities of the League of Nations—the 
best assurance of the best civilization for all mankind, at this supreme hour 
in man’s history.

The flelds of the surrounding terri- 
tory are increasing their productions of sta- 
ples and the orchards are breaking all rec- 
ords in their yield of fruit and nuts.

-" In a letter to this father, J. W. 


Fowler of 747 South Broadway, the 
former member of Capt. Eddie 
Rickerbacker’s Ninety-fourth Aero 
Squadron describes, his more recen¥ 
experiences as a member of Her- 
bert Hoover's food commission ‘to 
Russia. The letter was written in 
the latter part of June from Reval, 
on the Gulf of Finland. 

Lieut. Fowler was sent up toward 
the front lines to observe the food 
conditions in jhe towns recently cap- 
tured from the Bolsheviks by the 
White Guard. On the way up he 
was fortunate enough to run into 
Gen. Rodzianko, commander of the 
Russian Northern Corps, who was 
going on that kind of a trip him- 
self, accompanied by hig wife, in 
their private railway Lieut. 
Fowler was invited to join the 
party. 

On the way to the front the train 
wads halted in a small town to give 
the general a chance to look over an 
entire Bolshevik regiment which

had surrendered. It was drawn up 
in review and Gen. Rodzianko, with 


staff a few paces in the rear, 
marched down the lines to inspect 
the “catch.”

Pension requirements are that a 
male employee shall be retired a: 
the age of 60 years, provided he 
has given the company twenty years’ 
continuous service. For women the 
age is fixed at 55. For each year 
of age beyond 60 and 54 the term 
of service is reduced by one Year. 
Payments are to be based on the 
average monthly compensation the 
employee received during the five- 
year period of his or her term of 
employment when the compensatior 
was greatest. No payment is to be 
less than $25 monthly. The dis- 
ability benefit is not to exceed 59 
per cent. of the salary of the em- 
ployee at the time the disability ts 
granted.

REGULAR NAVY SEEKS 
MEN OF THE RESERVE. 


Several special inducements to 
encourage the transfer of Naval 
Reserve men to the regular navy 


Were announced yesterday at the 
navy recruiting offices. 

Men who have seen active serv- 
ice in the Naval Reserve during the 
war and who are not more than 45 
years of age may transfer to the 
regular navy to serve the unexpired 
portion of their enlistment. These 
men will receive four months’ pay 
at the rate of pay they were draw- 
ing at the time they were released 
from the service; they will be ad- 
vanced $7 per month over the rate 
they were receiving when released: 
they will be given a_ thirty-day 
leave with pay. 

The men may be transferred di- 
rect to a receiving ship or to the 
big Pacific fleet, which will arrive 
in. a few days. 


GET BOND PERMIT. 

Pending the completion by the 
State Railroad Commission's en- 
gineers and auditors of a check of 
the construction expenditures of the 
Southern Sierras Power Company, 
the commission yesterday author- 
ized the company to issue $600,000 
of its first and refunding mortgage 
bonds, the proceeds to be used for 
the purpose of refunding a part of 
the company’s open account indebt- 
edness. The bonds are to sell at 
not less than 85 per cent. of their 
face value, plus accrued interest. 
The company says that from De- 
cember 1, 1914, to December 31, 
1918, it expended $1,011,057 in im--: 
provements, additions and better- 
ments to its plant, retiring, during 
the same period, property repre- 
senting a cost of $210,766.97, leav- 
ing a net investment of $800,- 
290.08. Most of the money was 
advanced by the Nevada-California 
Power Company and the Nevada- 
California Electric Corporation.

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Platinum Analysis. 
TUCSON (Ariz.) July 11.—Q.: 
Can you give a practical field test on 
ores of platinum by which the ele- 


SUBSCRIBER. 

A.: If one had his home’ filled 
with guests, consisting of friends 
mixed up with others of “off color” 
habits, it would be proper to get 
rid of the “undesirables” in the least 
offensive way; therefore, it is well 
to apply this method, as it were, 
in platinum qualitative analysis. 

We should bear in mind, however, 
that platinum is seldom obtained 
alone as platinum, but it is gener- 
ally alloyed with other members of 
the platinum group. 

Platinum is usually found in the 
metallic state, Lut at times it Is 
as a mixture in certain sulphides; 
for instance: It is obtained from the 
mineral] Sperrylite, a platinum ar- 
senide, in which the pure mineral 
earries over 50 per cent. platinum, 
and found at the Rambler and 
other mines in Wyoming. This 
Sperrylite contains antimony with 


‘rhodium in very low percentages. 


Platinum occurs in flakes, grains 
and in nuggets, but it is generally 
alloyed with palladium, osmium, ir- 
idijum or rhodium. The tests given 
by certain authors whereby platinum 
ig detected are very often faulty, and 
such tests begin and end with the 
solubility of platinum in  bolling 
aqua regia. 

We have found it well to be on 
the qui vive for platinum when in 
a country where the magnetic iron 
oxide occurs; serpentine and chro- 
mite to the contrary, very often, 
notwithstanding, and then, in test- 
ing for platinum we like a lot of 
broken pieces of porcelainware, in 
which is placed some of the ore or 
mineral suspected to be of the 
Platinum group. 

Our first procedure is to get rid 
of the silver, lead or copper with 
chemically pure nitric acid: pour 
off the acid solution; wash the tail. | 
ings (or precipitate) with water, 
and then oust most of the iron pres- 
ent with c.p. hydrochloric acid. 
Again the solution in acid ts thrown 
away and the tailings washed with 
water. You are now prepared to 
entertain your friends of the plat- 
inum familly. 

Place the tailings, or residue re- 
maining from the two single acid 
tests, into a porcelain saucer, beak- 
er or other acid-proof container and 
add aqua regia to the mass. Note 
right here that we prefer an aqua 
regia solution made with one ounce 
of nitric acid and two ounces of 
hydrochloric acid, and chemically 
pure acids at that. In thie aqua re- 
gia solution rhodium, platinum and 
palladium will be dissolved, as also 
rome of the osmium and =-ir- 
idijum; the quartz will not be in 
solution. Pour this aqua regia so- 
lution Into a clean beaker: drive off 
the reddish nitrous oxide fumes 
with heat, then add to the solution 
c.p. ammonium chloride as reagent. 
and if platinum is present you will 
have impure platinum-Ammonium 
chloride as precipitate: wash the 
precipitate with cold water: heat it 
gently to drive off the chiorine and 
ammonium chloride, and platinum 
if present will be obtained itn the 
form of a spongy, grayish mass. 

By this method above outlined 
there is no guesswork or technical 
mazes to encounter, and 4ll required 
is an outfit consisting of the two 
named acids and a few blocks of 
Squibb’s ammonium chioride. 

And be it further noted, it Is well 
to concentrate seven pannings of the 
ore suspected as containing platinum 
and apply the acid tests to the 
pannings.

The samples repre- 
sent substances of doubtful com- 
mercial value, but such rocks occur,

MISS DOROTHY FINDS NICHE AS 
PLAYER OF BURLESQUE.

Oh, why aren't all the Wild 
Western dramas made into bur- 
lesque comedies? -Why don’t all the 
innocent heroines communing with 


nature flirt with the fish in the 
stream and “speak fish expertly?” 
Why, oh, why, when the che-ild of 
the old friend is sent to the heroine 
for her to care for, doesn’t said 
che-ild turn out to be three feet 
taller than the heroine, and rock 
the heroine on her lap? Why 
doesn’t the heroine always flirt and | 
get coy with revolvers as though 
they were fans? And while the 
heroine is about it, why doesn't she 
always capture whole bands of desp- 
eradoes by the power of her wit and 
her strong right arm? 

That’s the sort of questions you're 
apt to ask when you see that shriek- 
ingly funny ‘burlesque of “the wild 
and movie West,” “Nugget Nell,” at 
Clune’s Broadway this week, where- 
in all the above amusing things 
happen. Dorothy Gish has the lead- 
ing role, and in it discovers herself 
in a brilliant new light—ase withont 
any question the funniest feminine 
player of burlesque and _ satirical 
roles on the screen. In fact, in this 
line of parts, Dorothy may be said 
to have found her real niche in 
picturedom. There are not onby 
pep and finesse in her characteriz4- 
tions of this sort, but there is the 
most sparkling originality. 

While “Nugget Nell” is broad 
burlesque, from the moment the 
screen announces, “Oh, here's a 
handsome hill—what better place 
for a Wild West story”” to the 
plan when Dorothy in mock girlish 
abandon throws herself into the 
arms of David Butler, with the cry, 
“My hero!”—after she herself as 
a matter of fact, has been doing 
all the hero-ing as Sheriff Nell-- 
yet it has many high-power thrills. 
too—especially during the scenes 
when the heroine having rescued 
the city dude is fighting the vil- 
lain’'s gang from the inside of the 
house. These thrills are eased up 
with laughter when Dorvwthy picks 
a bullet out of her teeth, and says, 
“Well, if they keep hitting me thiz 
way, I'll lose my temper!”

BILLIE BURKE IN 


COMEDY AT KINEMA. 


Whether you saw Margaret Ang- 
lin in “Billeted,” at the Mason or 
not, you” to enjoy to the full 
its picturized version, “The Mis- 
leading Widow,” with Billie Burke 
in the leading role, at the Kinema. 

Rich in clever lines as the original 
comedy was, and though these are 
necessarily largely lost in the film 
translation, yet so clever were the 
central situations and so expanded 
have they been by the flexibility of 
picturization, and so entirely at 
home in the role of the irresponsibie 
Mrs. Tardine is Miss Burke, that 
the picture version will seem to you 
fresh enetrtainment. 

The story, you remember, is of 
an extravagant lady dwelling in a 
English village, posing as a widow, 
who has an officer billeted in her 
house, and who, being unable to 
meet her bills, airily writes a tele- 
gram to herself stating her husband 
is dead, in order to collect his in- 
surance-—-only to have him appear 
on the scene, quite unknown to ev- 
erybody else, as Capt. Reymill, an- 
other officer to be billeted with her. 

Having separated in a quarrel, the 
two are still at sword’s points, and 
refuse to acknowledge each other. 
Of course, a memorial ‘service is 
planned, and when asked to attend. 
the husband, who has taken the 
name of Capt. Reymill, says, “Of 
course. It would be quite incom- 
plete without me.” Miss Burke's 
comedy is delightful all through 
these scenes with her husband. 

A different finish has been given 
the picture from the play—a quite 
up-to-date finish—in fagt, a bed- 
room-scene finish. Mrs. rdine has 
@ headache and goes to bed and to 
sleep after all her.troubles; the 
first billeted officer enters to steal 
the picture of a girl he's in love 
with; then enters the husband to 
leave her a note, with the other of- 
ficer getting into a closet: and next 
in come the minister and his sis- 
ter, who, having heard Capt. Rey- 
mill is paying all the extravagant 
lady’s household bills, decides they 
will tel] the lady she must leave 
the village. This is overheard b 
ss * husband, hidden under the bed, 

neues an amusing mix-up, with 
everything coming out all right in 
the end. Of course, all those en- 
trances into the heroine’s bedroom 
are screen and comedy license, but 
they make for a gleeful farce situa- 
tion, so what matter? 

Crane's characterization of 
Capt. Reymil] was not the lightly 
cynical, sophisticated characteriza- 
tion of the actor who appeared in 
the stage drama, and nelther is 
“The Misleading Widow" the pol- 
ished and sophisticated comedy 
“Billeted,” but it’s good amuse- 
ment, for all that. 

And, anyhow, Billie Burke does 
wear sophisticated clothes.
